He said when 
interviewed today that the material for 
several positions was inexperienced, al- 
though at the same time very good and 
the development of this material into 
first class players would depend very 
largely on the coach. Dr. Sexton has 
proved many times in his work at Brown | 
and Michigan that he has few equals at 
developing green material. 

Particularly valuable to Harvard this 
year is his knowledge of and experience 
in pitching. In this department of the 
game the chances of the team very 
largely depend and with Sexton at the 
helm MacLaughlin thinks that a win- 
ning combination is assured. 

Dr. Sexton himself is much gratified 
over his selection. He has not. as vet, 
had a chance to look over the material, 
but expects to apply his usual success- 
ful method of getting the men in shape. 

He will set the battery men to work 
immediately after their return from the 
Christmas recess. Handling the ball and 
batting practise will not be indulged 
in until the general call for all candi- 
dates is sent out in the middle of 
February. The battery men will be 
given work on the chest weights. run- 
ning track and handball courts to pre- 
pare them for the hard work later on. 
Dr. Sexton thinks that many good pitch- 
ers have been spoiled by starting in the 
work of the season by throwing the 
ball. He has always had complete 
charge of the teams under him and does 
not expect to call in any assistants ai 
Cambridge this vear.

RAILROAD ALL READY 
ITH PLAN GHANGING 
OPAINGEIELD THAGKD 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass.—_Word has been 
received by city officials that the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad 
will complete work on its plans for the 
solution of the railroad problem in 


Springfield, and will present them to the 
railroad commission, as_ the special 
Springfield river front commission, this 
week. The Boston & Albany Railroad 
engineers announced two weeks ago that 
their plans were ready for examination. 

The presentation of these plans is of 
importance to Springfield because of the 
expense in carrying out any of them, 


: gas, 


and because they call for changes in the 
physical appearance of the. city. The 
city wishes to eliminare six grade cross- 
extend two streets in the heart. of 
the city under the railroads, remove the 
electric Hght and street railway 
power houses from the river front, build 
a parkway along the river bank four 
miles long, construct a new and ade- 
quate railroad station, and a new bridge 
across the Connecticut river. 

The Boston & Maine and the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford railroads 
enter the Union station from opposite 
directions by a long curve to the east, 
and the Boston & Albany tracks come 
in in a straight line between the others. 
The New Haven and the Boston & Maine 
roads want a direct north and south 
line through the city and _ increased 
freight yard facilities. 

The city must build a bridge over the 
river to replace the wooden structure 
which will be 100 years old in 1916, but it 
cannot erect this structure until the 
riverfront and allied railroad problems 
have been solved. The elimination of 
the railroad tracks from the riverbank 
will change the character of four miles 
of the citv and the extension of Water 
street to connect with Fulton, and 
Dwight street to connect with North, 
under the tracks, will give the city three 
parallel business streets, Main street 
already passing under the tracks. 

The expense is estimated at from $3,- 
000,000 to $4.000,000. The plans to be 
presented were made by order of the 
railroad commission and contemplate car- 
rving out what known as the “Bill 
plan,” from the faet that Nathan D. 
Bill, one of the local riverfront advisory 
commissioners, advocated it.

Work on the Broadway bridge over 
the Boston & Albany tracks in South 
Boston is being rushed to completion, 
the railway people arranging their freight 
traffic so as to avoid service delay to 
the contractors. 

In order to supply the necessary power 
for compressed air, heat and steam for 
cars the self-stoker boilers at the South 
station power house are consuming about 
five cars of coal daily.

WANT NEW STREETS IN FENS. 


Certain owners of land in the Back 
Bay Fenway lving between the Fens, 
the railroad, Brookline avenue and Audu- 
bon road, are again actively at work to 
have three streets laid out across the 
Fens. Most of the parties interested pur- 
chased. property in this district years 
ago at a small figure, expecting to realize 
a big profit on the same as time went on, 
but have not done so. They believe that 
if these new thoroughfares were put 
through, dwellings and other buildings 
would go up fast and thus enhance values 
and open up what is considered by some 
a partly isolated territory. 

Those promoting the new streets are 
expected to introduce bills into the ‘in- 
coming Legislature, as was done two 
vears ago without favorable result. 
There was decided -opposition at that 
time from various sources and the Legis- 
lature refused to countenance the pro- 
position. 

Those who favor building the streets 
“across the Fens want Boylston street 
carried straight across the end of the 
park which now interrupts its course; 
ask to have Westland avenue extended in 
a straight line to the junction of Boyls- 
ton street, Boylston road and Audubon 
road, and .to have Huntington entrance 
laid out either straight across the park 
or else carried up to connect with the 
end of Jersey street by means of a curv- 
ing roadway. These streets are planned 
to go over mtervening waters of Muddy 
river whereyer encountered. 

There are various benefits enumerated 
but the real feature put forward by the 
promoters of the plan is the desirability 
for making the land at_the other side of 
the Fens from Massachusetts avenue 
more accessible from that artery, now 
rapidly being. given over to business. 
They claim that property on Peter-

WASHINGTON-—Dr. Charles P. 
field, first assistant postmaster-general, 
in his annual report submitted to Post- 
Hitcheock, shows that 
the number postoflices in operation 
on June 30 was 59,580. 

The gross revenue of the postal serv- 
ice for the fiscal year amounted to $224,- 
128.657. an $20,566,247. The 
expenditures aggregated $229,977.234, an 
increase $8.973.121. The deficit 1s $5,-

UNFILLED: STEEL. 
TONNAGE STILL 
SHOWS DECLINE 


Indications That Turning 
Point Has Not Yet Been 
Reached, but Manufactur- 
ers Expect Early Recovery 


JANUARY PROSPECTS 


NEW YORK—It is evident that un- 
filled tonnage of the United States Steel 
Corporation has not yet reached the 
turning point. Steel interests believed 
that January would show ani increase in 
orders. Qn the other hand, there has 
been a shrinkage, and December is likely 
to show a r@nction of approximately 
100.000 tons. 

Orders have been at least 20 per cent 
below shipments. Whether or not Jan- 
uary will record an improvement is not 
known, but everything may depend upon 
a readjustment of the price schedule. 
If no eut in steel prices is effected in 
January, there is not likely to be any 
material improvement in orders booked.

CHICAGO GRAIN 
IS VERY DULL 


Trading Has Narrowed 
Down to Small Proportions 
—Wheat Statistically Is in 
a Bearish Position. 


CHICAGO — Grain speculation has 
dwindled to small proportions. Brokerage 
houses are continuing expensive wire 
rentals and heavy office forces, hoping 
for a turn. 

Statistically, wheat is in an exceed- 
ingly bearish position. The carry-over 
into the next crop will be the heaviest 
in 15 years, while current prices are far 
above a 15-year average. 

In spite of the relatively high price 
of wheat, flour prices are the lowest in 
several years. Stocks are. accumulating, 
and storage capacity threatens to be 
taxed. The ultimate consumer in flour, 
as in everything else, in his rebellion 
against high prices, is buying from hand 
to mouth, ‘and skimping at that, even 
though flour is relatively the cheapest 
food product in the world. 


EGYPTIAN COTTON ‘ 
OUTPUT FOR YEAR 


NEW YORK—Egyptian cotton this 
year is estimated at 1,400,000 bales, thd 
Alexandria price of which will average 
probably $100 a bale, making the crop 
worth $140,000,000.

These men ought 
now to be pretty thoroughly conversant with the important features 
of the plan. They have gone to their homes, and will indulge. 
undoubtedly, in a proper amount of meditation about the additional 
responsibilities centering upon them with the inauguration of the 
event which the entire country has been interestedly awaiting. Their 
offices, under this nation-wide inspection, are expected to reveal both 
strength and weaknesses in method, thus indicating means of cor- 
rection prior to setting in motion the remainder of the postal bank 
machinery.

In some instances the authority and responsibility of the 
mayor has been greatly increased while the city council has been 
made simply an advisory body. ‘The tendency is back toward one- 
man power, the public feeling that it can check and regulate this 
power upon occasion better than any intermediate body.

The commission government of that community, if the reconimmenda-

It has been claimed that the ignorant and reckless natives 
cut down thousands of rubber trees annually. Mr. Pearson explains 
that the trees they cut down are those that die after tapping. They 
are different from the Para type. When cut down the stump 
promptly seads up shoots, and in seven years there are several trees 


‘instead of one. When tapped the new, like the old tree, 1s destroyed ; 


but cut it down, drain the latex, or fluid rubber, and it flourishes 
again. ‘The process is going on throughout the Amazon valley; 
hence, the argument that there is no cause for thinking that there 
can be a rubber famine in that quarter, even if the trees that yield 
sap annually in small but regular quantities should show any signs - 
of failing. 

The writer referred to recounts the fact that rubber, in one 
shape or another, grows. wild in Mexico, Central America, South 
America south to Argentina, Africa from Cape Colony up to the 
Sahara, in a part of Australia, in Java, Sumatra, ._Borneo, India, 
the Malav states and the Philippines. It would appear, however, 
that wild rubber is gathered nowhere yet in a really systematic 
manner. The other great fact of importance in this connection is 
that the wild rubber is there for the gathering. 3 

But it is a question whether in the future 1t will pay to penetrate 
the almost hopeless jungles in search of this commodity, the reason’ 
being that rubber planting in the far east not only promiuges to be 
but is actually a success. Government agriculturists made the 
first demdénstrations by planting the seed. of the Brazilian Para 
rubber tree. Then private planters, seeing how things were going, 
followed the example. ‘The export of rubber from the far east 
from 1903 to 1910 has been 28,854,842 pounds, and the marvelous 
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success of some of those far-away plantations occasioned the “‘rub- 
ber bubble’ which so affected the Lontion financial market a few 
months ago. NS

plantation business, the fact remains that many plantations in other 
parts of the world promise to be successful.
